Believes Next Congress Will Ac- 
complish Revision in Accordance 
With Wishes of People—About Se- 
lection of Speaker, ‘‘ Wait and See. 


ASHINGTON, Nov. 20. — Declar- 
W ins that there would be an hon- 

est revision of the tariff and that 
there was no present need of “‘fret- 
ting” about the election of a Speaker 
of the House in the Sixty-first Con- 
gress, Speaker Cannon arrived today 
from his home in Iilinols for the ap- 
proacaing session of Congress. 

To the newspaper men who greeted 
him he said he believed the people 
would get the sort of revision they 
voted for. 

Cannon issued a statement later in 
which he stated he was not attempt- 
ing to dictate to the House and that 
through the election of members te 
people were certain of having their 
views enacted into laws. Citing an 
example of hasty action, leading to @ 
misinterpretation of public statement, 
he expressed an opinion shat no mis- 
take would be made next summer in 
the revision of the tariff. 

In his statement the Speaker said: 

“The election of the Speaker for the 
Sixty-first Congress is yet a consid- 
erable distance in the future. When 
that Congress is able to assembie— 
which I presume will be some time 
in March—the Republican members of 
the House will hold a caucus, as has 
been the custom, and select a cand. 
date for Speaker, to be supported by 
the party at the organization of the 
House. i presume that trae Represent- 
atives will be competent to select 
their Speaker and 1 do not see any 
need for worrying about the matter. 

“Of course there will be an honest 
revision of the tariff. We made the 
campaign on that issue and every Re- 
publican member was elected with 
that end n view.

DIETZ BEATEN BY DISEASE.

CHIPPEWA. FALLS (\Wis.) Nov. 24. 
[Exclusive Dispatch.} The famous 
Dietz family, which for four years 
stood off Federal, State and county of- 
ficials and which finally whipped a 
powerful corporation into accepting 
their terms, is in danger of extinction 
by black diphtheria. One of the Dietz 
children was stricken with the dia- 
ease Saturday and died within two 
hours. A priest, who has just re- 
turned from Cameron Dam, says the 
ehtire family is desperately ill but 
that Dietz refused to call a physician, 
saying it is too late. During Dietz's 
four years’ fight with the Chippewa 
Falis Lumber and Boom Company, he 
and his sons, his wife and daughter 
had held up millions of feet of logs, 
pending a settlement of his claims. 
The company finally paid another man 
$30,000 to get the logs through and this 
subcontractor handed Dietz §15,000 to 
release the logs. Meanwhile all the

Strange Freak of Nature in the Moun- 
tains of tdahe Carved by the 
Elements. 

In a recent issue of the Scientific 
American, Charles F. Holder writes of 
the mountains of Idaho, and describes 
the ‘“Sheepeater’s Monument,” a 
strange freak of nature. This interest- 
ina feature is located in the mountains 
of Idaho. ten miles down Monumental 
Creek from the town of Roosevelt in 
Thunder Mountain. 

“It was discovered a number of years 
ago by some herders and prospectors, 
and was reported as a gigantic mono- 
lith, made by prehistoric man; and its 
appearance would justify the assump- 
tion. Yet the column is the work of 
wind and weather. The monument is 
over seventy feet in height, of com- 
manding proportions, and can be seen 
against the sky for a long distance.

NEW YORKER DIES HERE. 


End Comes to Manufacturer Who 
Started in Business With the 
President's Father. 


Gilbert Snowden King, 4 prominent 
Klass manufacturer of Brooklyn, X. 
., died yesterday at his temporary 
home in Los Angeles, a victim of la 
Frippe and other complications for the 
relief of which he came here with Mrs. 
King six months ago. He was 69 
years old, and a veteran of the Civil 
War, from which he emerged shortly 
after its outbreak. his left arm naving 
been shot away at Antietam. He ett 
the army as lieutenant in the Ninth 
New Yo Regiment. 

Upon fcovery from his injuries, 
Lieut. King engaged in the manufac- 
ture of glass with the late Theodore 
Rooseveit, father ot the President, and 
soon became manager of a factory 
in which wire glass was made. in 
later years he was nead of the Missis- 
sippi Glass Company, with offices in 
the Trinity building, New York City, 
and with nine factories‘in the United 
States. 

He was a native of Montgomery, Or- 
ange county, N. J. His great-grand- 
father was the donor of the present 
site of Princeton University, New Jer- 


sey. 

The widow is a daughter of the late 
maval constructor, W. IL. Mintonye.

Since the surrender at York- 
town, some 120 years ago, there has been no ruler 
in America. We elect a President to be the chief 
servant of this sovereign people, and his duties are 
mapped out with great precision, and when he re- 
ceives his commission he swears—not to rule—but 
to be ruled. He is to obey, not command.
